It is a substantial improvement of u 
street that heretofore has been 'al- 
most entirely impassible two months 
in the spring and about the sam? 
time in the fall. 


Borough Solicitor Urty reported on

danger to travel on the street. The 
Solicitor advanced the idea that a part' 
of the congestion on the .srtcet could 
be relieved by paving from the west 
side of the track to the sidewalk lin^i 
ana using this driveway fojr cite-wa^ 
traffic.

of each week would be punished by 
arrest and fine for the first oflens-, 
with a jail sentence for a second vio- 
lation by the same party.

Borough Solicitor Urty reported on 


ttie Third Street repaying proposition. 
He stated that he and Solicitor 
O'Laughlin of the Pennsylvania ha:! 
discussed the legal points involved 
and that the Railroad company was 
averse to moving their tracks to the 
center of the street because 
they 


feared by doing so they might lose. 
their rights on the street. They also 
objected to paving between the rails 
because of the expense of placing 
iron girder rails and for the furthni 
reason that such paving and the using 
of this space for vehicles traveling 
the stre«fr"j*roald greatly enlarge the 
danger to travel on the street. The 
Solicitor advanced the idea that a part.' 
of the congestion on the srtcet could 
be relieved by paving from the w£S*.

ana using this driveway for on$-way' 
traffic.
